And whereas their Excellencies the Lords Juſtices have 
ven Orders for furniſhing every Barrack and Re- 
— with good Subſtantial Bedding, Sheeting, Con- 
veniencies for dreſſing of Meat, and all other neceſſaries 
uſual for Barracks; and to the end the ſaid Barracks 
and Furniture may be preſerved from wilful Waſt, Da- 
mage and Imbezelment, His Majeſty has been Graciouſly 
pleaſed to Grant His Letters Patents, appointing Us
